Mcre samples of grain have recent 
ly neen tested for germination by the 
Vominion seed hranch than ever be- 
fore according to a statement made 
by G. M. Stewart district inspector 
which proved he mentioned that a- 
sgrarian were beginning to become 
kneely alive to the importance of only 
sowing good seed. 

As a result of about 3,500 tests Mr 
Stewart said that in almost every dis 
trict certain farmers had oats that 
yould germinate satisfactorily. At 
the same time there were farmers in 

- cts whose samples showed 
very low germination, so much s0 
that they would not be suitable for 
seed purposes. 

Resu't of Tests 

The same was true of wheat but 
to a lesser extent. Wheat would ‘ger- 
ininate fairly satisfactorily even if 
badly frosted. However from tests 
conducted by the depantment™ last 
year, under field conditions, it was 
ascertained that badly frosted sam- 
ples of wheat germinated much less 
under field conditions than under lab- 
oratory conditions: The growth was 
slower the crop not so uniform the 
vield eight to teu bushels less and as 
the crop was variable in ripening the 
quality of the grain produced was low 
er. 

“These fact should impress upon 
rrowers the necessity of securing 
seed that is clean, free of weed seeds, 
Plump and of bigh germination, in 
order to secure the maximum results” 
said Mr Stewart. 

Make Every Effort 

Mr Stewart said that farmers 
should make every effort to ascertain 
the quality of their grain for seed 
‘now, 80 that they could make arrange 
ments to procure other seed if their 
own seed was not satisfactory.-There 
was ample good seed in the province 


if farmers would make their arrange | 


ments before it was shipped to other 
parts of the Dominion. ‘

LIBERAL LEADER & LABOR MEM 
BER SPEAK ON INCREASED 
EXPENDITURES 


EDMON?PON—Labor and Liberal 
forces combined in an attack upon the 
government during the budget debate 
with Capt. J. T. Shaw, Liberal, Bow 
Valley, shouldering the major portion 
of the barrage. 

R. H. Parkyn, Labor, Calgary, who 
preceded Mr Shaw, was inclined to 
praise the government for the sale of 
the railroads, and the policy of the de 
partment of health in connection with 
Lealth matters. The Labor man was 
a trifle sarcastic however the view 
that conditions were not so prosper- 
ous as the provincial treasurer would 
have the people believe. 

In support of his contention, Mr 
Parkyn called thc attention of the 
house to the great work accomplished 
by The Sunshine Society among the 
poor of. the city or Calgary and want- 
ed to know if these conditions were 
ing@icative of prosperity. : 

Mr Parkyn expressed himself as be- 
ing in favor of increased expenditures 
it they were to result to the public 
benefit. 

Following closely upon the Labor 
speaker the Liberal leader J. T, Shaw 
gently chided M. Parkyn for urging 
continued expenditures on the part 
cf the government. The problem of 
credit he gaid will never be solved 
by inflation of creait. 

Going more into the financial situa- 
tion Mr Shaw said the newly adopted 
fiscal year scheme was a hindrance to 
the members. Figures produced under 
the new scheme were a year old and 
it was like threshing old straw to go 
over them again. 

Mr shaw then directed his fire at 
the increase of the public debt. It 
stood at $87,000,000 on March 31, 1928 
and at December 31, 1928, had in- 
creased by $5,000,000 and therefore at 
December 31, 1928 stood at $92,000,- 
000. He could sexe no reduction in the 
capital debt except the payments 
which would. be presently made into 
the provincial. coffers. by the Can- 
dian Pacific Railway Company.

FROM SCA DEPTHS 


DIFFERENCE OF TEMPERATURE 
OF LEVELS THOUGHT ENOUGH 
TO DEVELOP ENERGY 

PARIS — French natural scientific 
circles are keenly interested in the 
report made before the Academy of 
Sciences by Georges Claude concern- 
ing his steps taken to produce electri- 
cal energy by bringing the cold water 
of the lower depths of the sea to 
warmer levels. He has just returned 
here from Cuba where his experi- 
ments are being conducted. He an- 
nwounced he had found a suitable posi- 
tion for his first 50-kilowatt station in 
8 bay 100 kilometers east of Havana, 
This will be followed by a second test 
plant of 12,000 ‘kilowatts and if suc- 


| cessful by others four times the size 


It was in November 1926 that M. 
Claude, assisted by Paul Bougherot 
first presented their theory to the 
Academy of Sciences. Since then they 
have been heard from whenever there 
was progress to be recorded. Men 
have tried before this to draw heat 
from the sun's rays to develop energy 
or to turn to similar purpose the rise 
end fall of the tides, but this is the 
first time the utilization of the dif- 
ferent temperatures of the ocean has 
been carried to a point where electri- 
cal energy can be definitely realized 
M. Claude said there is in the ocean 
vast potential energy which can be 
made use of by relatively simple 
mechanical transformation. 

The immersion of a tube two meters 
in diameter to a depth of 600 meters 
will be made in June, and this year 
according to M. Claude, there will be 
sufficient proof on hand to know 
whether or.not means have really 
been found whereby electrical energy 
can be produced on a acale to compete 
with oil and coal.

It is one of the dispensations of Pro

MILLIONS ALREADY 
' SPENT ON H.B. RY. 


OTTAWA— The total expenditures 
by the department of railways in con 
nection with the construction of the 
siudson Bay Railway since 1911-12 to 
the end of December, 1928 amounted 
to $23,817,455.75 according to a re- 
turn tabled in the house of commons 
On the port of Nelson the department 
spent $6,274,217.85 and on Churchill 
¥#5,541,185.09 has been disbursed. 

The costs to the railway depart- 
ment in full in the purchase and 
transport of all supplies to Nelson 
were as follows: 

Material and eqnipment— Land §$2,- 
166,489.76, -water’$2.122.640.64, air 
$99,118.5 

Transportation —- Land $89,374.62; 
water $1,113,449.19 

In the period from 1911-12 to June

GASOLINE TAX 10 
PROVIDE INCREASE 


AUTO LICENSES & LIQUOR PRO- 
FITS TO ADD LARGE SUMS 
TO REVENUE 


EDMONTON—A minute examina- | 
tion of the budget report tabled in the 
licuse by the Hon. R. G. Reid, provin- 
cial treasurer, reveals the interesting 
information that ihe government ex- 
pects nearly $2,0U,000 more revenue 
during the fifteen months ending 
March 30, 1930, than was estimated | 
to be received for fifteen months end- 
ing March 81, 1929. 

On increased revenue no less than 
$1,330,000 is estimated to come from 
the provincial secretary’s department 
alone, with $950,000 of this sum rais 
ed by the increased gasoline tax (5 
cents from 3 cents) and $325,000 from 
increased auto license revenue. 

The estimated revenue from Lhe 
gasoline tax for 1929 is $1,800,000 as 
against $850,000 estimated for 1928- 
29 and $691,311 actual revenue for 
1927. 

Increased auto license revenue is 
estimated at $1,750,000 for 1928-29 as 
against $1,425,000 estimated for 1928 
-22 and $1,251,000 actual revenue for 
1927. 

The total estimated revenue for the 
provincial secretary’s department is 
$4,850,000 as against $3,521,000 esti- 
mated for 1928-29 and $3,120,000 act- 
ual revenue for 1927. 

Increased liquor profits are estimat 
ed to yield another $300,000 of the 
estimated $2,000,000 increased rev- 
enue. The 1929-30 estimated Liquor 
revenue is $2,550,000 as against an es- 
timate of $2,250,000 for 1928-29, and 
an actual 1927 revenue for $2,184,000 
This it will be noted is in spite of re- 
duced prices on various liquors at an 
cetimated profit decrease of some 
$200,000 for the ensuing year.

It is pointed out however that quanti 
ties of good seed oats are available, 
particularly in the Peace River coun- 
try and arrangements are being made 
by many of the elevator companies to 
meet the requirements of farmers 
v*hose oats are unsuitable. Informa- 
tion as to the sources of a supply of 
good seeds may hbo secured from the 
office of Field Crops Commissioner 
W. J. Stephen. 


BOY SETTLERS 
ON NEW FARMS 


PLANS BEING MADE FOR NEW 
IMMIGRANTS TO SETTLE 
AFTER TRAINING

LONDON, Ont—Plans for the set- 
Cement of British boys in Canada un- 
der joint auspices of Dominion, Pro- 
vincial and British Governments were 
Outlined today ia an address given 
to the London Canadian Club by Rob- 
ert J. C. Stead, Director of Publicity 
ot the Federal Department of Immi- 
gration and Colunization. The plans 
not only call for » period of training 
on Canadian farms, but also, with 
Lregspect to a number of the provinces 
make provision for the establishment 
of the boy setter on a farm of his 
own when his period of training is 
ccmpleted. 

The speaker pointed out that large 
numbers of Brit:sh boys, many of 
them from excellent homes and with 
good cultural backgrounds, are each 
year reaching the point where they 
must decide what course in life they 
nre to.follow, In many cases this 
‘coursé will call for migration tosome 
other land and Canada is desirous of 
cbtaining the raajor share of that 
movement, as she already obtains the 
major share of ,.eneral British mi- 
gration. The value of the British boy 
migrant’ to Canada has long been es- 
tablished by the expertence of the 
Juvenile Branch of the Department of 
{mmigration and Colonization. Be- 
vween 1868 and 1027 juvenile immi- 
gration societies or other agencies 
brought to Canada approximately 85,- 
‘000 children, The juveniles fit readily 
into Canadian lite and by the time 
they attain manhood are to all intents 
and purposes Canadians, 

The new plan which is to secure for 
Canada a larger share of the growing 
boys of the Mother Country provides 
fer the selection of the boys in the 
Jnited Kingdom by Dominion officials 
ind reprosentat .« of the = province 
in which they will settle. Having been 
tvund suitable from all points of view 


boys between the ages of fifteen and 
twenty, who will undertake to engage 
in farm work for a period of three 
| years, are broug':: to Canada free of 
¢ll transportation charges, their fares 
being paid by the British and Cana- 
| dian Governments. 

The boys come forward in parties 
and go at once to the distribution 
farm maintained us an adjunct to the 
Boy Settlement T.an in each of the 
provinces co-opermling. In Ontario the 
distribution centre is Vimy Ridge 
Farm, close tothe city of Quelph; in 
New Brunswick a distribution farm 
is located at Lower Gagetown; in 
Nova Scotia at the Agricultural Col- 
lege at Truro; in Manitoba the Mani 
toba Agricultural College is utilized 
tor this purpose aud in Saskatchewan 
the Agricultural College at Saskatoon 
Roys for Quebec end Eastern Ontario 
may move under the auspices of the 
British Immigration and Colonization 
Association, which has headquarters 
in Montreal]. 

Thé Province or Alberta is not par 
i cipating in the general reception and 
distributing farm scheme, but has a 
scheme for providing a month’s free 
taining for young men from the 
United Kingdom who are later placed 
in selected farm homes by the Land 
Settlement Branch of the Immigra- 
tion Department. Negotiations: look« 
ing toward an agreement for the set- 
Jement of British boys in British Col- 
umbia aré under way but have not yet 
been completed. 

After the boys nave arrived at the 
Cistribution centie they are, with as 
little delay as possible distributed a- 
mong farmers of the province who 
have made application for boys of this 
class. All farm homes must be approv 
~“d for this purpose as suitable homes 
‘0 which to place a boy. The minimum 
vage is $10 a month but this is re-

ISSUES OIL STATEMENT 
—ACTIVE DRILLING 
Scenes, 
“Marked progress was made in 
1 in the development of the pet- 
and natural gas resources of 
Western Canada” according to the 
annual statement of Hon. Charles 
Erewart, Minister of the Interior. 
“The production of oil roge consider- 
ably during the calendar year reagh- 
ing @ record total of 489,531, barrels, 
which is over 150,000 barrels greater 
than the output during 1927, Other 
outstanding features of the year’s ac- 
tivities were the discovery of dry 
gas in considerable volume in the 
Ribstone and Cypress Hills areas and 
the completion of Well No. 1 of the 
Okalta Oils Limited in the famous 
Turner valley, both-in Alberta. 
“Although commercial production 


set 


of oil and gas has so far been con- 


fined to Alberta, good indications in 
the prospect wells in that province 
and near the Alberta-Saskatchewan 
boundary make it reasonable to ex- 
pect the extension of the fields east- 
ward. The dry gas well ‘brought in’ 
in the Ribstone area close to the pro- 
vincial boundary must be regarded 
8s having an important bearing on 
the possibilities of gas in commercial 
volumes within reasonable distance of 
Saskatoon and other cities in Sask- 
atchewan. The Cypress Hills well, 
which has an estimated yield of about 
20,000,000 cubic feet per day is a 
rather important find to the city of 
Medicine Hat, Alberta,. and towns 
immediately to tine east in Saskatche- 
wan. 

“The completion of the Okalta Ne. 
1 Well with an overflow of wet gas 
greater than that of the famed Roya- 
lite No. 4, conclusively demonstrates 
that the production of the latter does 
not stand an isolated one of that or- 
der, but that the dolomitic limestone 
is capable of still heavier yields, pro- 
vided the wells are drilled under right 
Conditions.

can now give irradiated cereal, ‘irra- 
diated milk, and irradiated cod liver 
oil. As a result, there is created the 
hkelihood that in carrying the process 
too far,‘ wé; may produce a disdrder | 
worse than the one we are seeking w, 
prevent. That has always been the 
tendency. The assumption. that. if one 
pill a day will help, a dozen at ‘one. 
‘ime will be that much more effective, 
3 not confined to the laity. 

Until we know more - about the | 
mode of action of the ‘vitamins we 
should be’ careful in their employ- ; 
ment, lest we lay the foundation of a 
more serious malady than the one we 
are striving to obviate. 

The Synthetic Age 

It is not too much to say that some 
‘day we may be*compelled to live on 
synthetic foods. As the average of 
intelligence of the race approaches 
the level of the highest development 
then existing, there will be no one to 
dig potatoes and raise porkers. There 
will be none of the division of labor 
that we have today. In that day syn- 
nesis will rule. And man will have 
‘o forego the cravings of his appetite 
‘mu the absence of anything with 
which to satisfy his longings, unless 
he elects to produce himself what to- 
day others are still willing, for a 
price, to do for him. The result will 
be synthetic foods in tabloid form. 
Then the family of which Ergosterol 
is a precursor will be man’s susten- 
ance.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
, Referred Pains 

C. W. E. writes: “Will you please 
tell me what is meant by referred 
pain? I see this in various articles 
on health subjects and in a book that 

1 have, but am unable to find it in the 
dictionary. I have a hazy idea that 
they are pains that are not felt at 
the point where the trouble is. located, 
but at some other point. If so, why is 
that the case?” 

Reply 

You have brought up one of the 
most interesting topics in symptom- 
atology. It is one which is the source 
of more diagnostic errors, while at 
the same time it is one of the most 
valuable diagnostic guides we have. 

A referred pain is one that is ap- 
preciated: by the subject at some 
point along the source of the nerve 
at a considerable distance from the 
site of the lesion that is responsible 
for the painful sensation. For ex- 
ample, one can have a tubercular hip 
without feeling the least pain in the 
hip itself the pain being referred to 
the knee. This is so constant that not 
infrequently a patient will be treated 
for trouble in the knee whereas the 
lesion is in the hip. 

Other examples of referred pain are 
the pain in the right shoulder in gall- 
stone colic, between the shoulder 
blades in acute gastritis, in the groin 
in kidney stone, and so on. In sciatica 
due to a sacroiliac strain the patient 
may feel only in the heel. 

The reason for referred pains is 
this: Pain is a common sensation 


Whiut 1s really” “felt” Dm appreciaten 
by the brain. However the brain does 
not refer this seisation to the exact 
site of the lesion that causes the pain- 
iul stimulation of the nerve, but to 
some along the course of the 
nerve. In many cases this reference 
of the sensation is so constant that it 
ir pathognomonic, that is'to say, des- 
criptive of the abnormal state respon- 
sible for the pain. It names (nomen) 
the morbid state (pathos). 

I like to answer questions like this, 
und readers may feel free to ask 
them at, all-times. Sorhe people are 
afraid to ask questions because of a 
fancied fear of displaying their ignor- 
ence. When doctors admit that they 
don’t know a hundredth part of what 
they, would like to know about the |.” 
limitless field of medicine in all its 
branches, the layman should not be- 
moan ‘his lack of knowledge of these | 
topics.

Influenza 


During an epidemic, most people} 
aré anxious to secure infofmation as | 


to. how to protect: themselves from j, - 


the particular disease which happens! 
to epidemic at that time. There are} 
fewer epidemics now than there used} 
tc be because we have learned how to 
prevent certain diseases which, not 
sa many years’ago, were the cause 
of epidemics. 'The early settlers in 
this country had the sad experience | 
of repeated epidemics of cholera and 
typhus fever, or. as the latter was, 
called, ship’s fever or immigrant 
fever. Until receat years. epidemics 
of typhoid fever were common. These 
diseases rarely cause epidemics now 
because our public health orgariza- 
tion wages a successful war against 
them providing the necessary equip- 
ment with which to fight is available: 

We are not successful in the same 
‘measure in preventing epidemics of 
such diseases as Influenza, because as 
yet the cause of this disease is not 
definitely known; nor have we a 
means of making ourselves immune 
or resistant to influenza in thé way. 
we can, through vaccination, render 
curselvés immune to smallpox. . 

All the advice given in regard to 
:nfluenza may be put. in a few words 
—live-a hygienic 1ife and, if you be- 
' come il, go to “ed and call in your 
amfly doctor. This.adyice is perfect- 
ly sound. Our reason for referring to 
it is that it is important ‘that it be. 
understood that if we are to' protect 
ourselves at the time of an influenza 
| epidemic, we must: establish and live 
le a hygienic life at all times. We say 
‘ , this because we beiieve it is practical- 
iy. impossible to alter our mode of 
living suddenly. We should, for ex- 
ample, always wash our hands be- 
fore eating; we should never put our 
hands to our faces excepting to use 
a handkerchief; we should not put 
anything into our mouths, excepting 
food and drink, or a toothbrush. The 
reason for these habits is to keep dis- 
ease germs out of the mouth — the 
common mode of entrance. Such hab- 
its cannot be “suddenly established 
during an epidemic. Practise them at 
all fimes and you will do them un- 
consciously, and so protect yourself, 
auring and between epidemics, from 
some of the dangers of infection.
